ADVISORY ACTION 

Applicant's amendment of 3-15-07 and the supplemental amendment of 5-30-07, which 
merely corrected the serial number, have been fully considered. The amended claims have not 
overcome the previous 1 12/2 nd paragraph and 102 based on Wright et. al. (US'502). 

The amended value for "n" as 3 raises new matter/issue although species has the "propyl" 
chain. A species cannot support the genus where "n" can be combined with many other 
variables. 

Furthermore, the value of "n" as 3 has not overcome the teaching of Wright et. al. since 
the cited compounds have the "propyl" side chain as well. 

Note, claim 19 was indicated as allowable previously, but was inadvertently omitted from 
the Office Action Summary page.
